The success of the first session of 
the second 
annual 
meeting of the 
Itushviile 
C h a u t a u q u a Assembly, 
which opened last night, was some­ 
what marred by a number of accidents 
that hindered the management from 
carrying out the program as intended. 
The tent was (tacked to overflowing 
and 
hundreds 
were 
comjtelled to 
stand. 
It is estimated that fully 2300 
¡teople attended the opening session. 
No admission was charged and that 
accounts for the large crowd. 
Shortly before the Rnshville concert 
band arrived on tfie grounds, a section 
of seats on the east side of the tent to 
the 
north of the entrance fe'l and 
carried with it about seventy people. 
No one was seriously hurt, although 
many were badly frightened and shak­ 
en up, and more or less bruised. 
Dr. 
Harry Grauisou Hill, manager and 
platform superintendent, warned the 
people about the seats and asked them 
to^relieve the strain upon them. 
Shortly after the band arrived and 
had taken its place on the platform, 
another section of seats, on the north 
aide of the tent, fell and carrier! down 
with it about eighty people. 
There 
were some cries and it was feared 
some one had been badly hurt. 
The 
audience rose and rushed toward that 
part of the tent. 
Superintendent H ill leaped to the 
platform and with thunderous voice, 
commanded the people to remain seat 
ed and stop their clamoring. 
It was 
only after several minutes of hard 
wTork that he succeeded in quieting 
the audience. 
While the uproar was at its height, 
Mrs. Kate Thompson fainted owing to 
failure to get air, and was carried 
from the tent. 
She had also been 
slighlty injured about the shoulders 
in the crash. 
She was revived, how 
ever, without trouble. 
Miss Rue Whittou suffered a sprained 
ankle in the 
crash. 
About twenty 
people from the upper rows of seats 
were thrown on top of her when the 
seats fell. 
A. 
J B . Hiuchman is report­ 
ed to iiave been cut on the arm when 
he tell. Miss Maymo Kemp sustained 
a severe bruise iu the side. 
Near­ 
ly everyone on the seats that fell were 
more or less bruisd or cut, hut as far 
as can be learned no one was serious­ 
ly hurt. 
It was reported that a boy 
had suffered a broken arm, but it 
proved to be untrue. 
After Supt. Hill bad 
quit ted the 
audience, lie with the assistance of 
the special 
policemen, compelled a 
number of people to leave the remain 
nig seats, thus relieving the strain. 
The program w hich was to have been 
given by 
the band 
was cut short 
fifteen minutes. 
Consequently, Supt 
H ill called for two short selections, 
and 
the baud rendered the 
march 
“ G loria,” and the wait« , “ Concor­ 
dia. ” 
H. H. Allen, who has been 
directing the band, was not present. 
His place was taken by Homer W. 
Gole. 
The band was loudly applaud­ 
ed. 
Mr. ami Mrs. Hugh MoGlbbeny, of 
Indianapoils, were introduced by Supt 
H ill, after the bancHeft the platform. 
For an hour they entertained the 
audience in a most delightful manner. 
Mr. McGibbeuy gave several splendid

plause.

not be found today.

collar was the word “ Law. ’ ’ 
There 
was no other means 
identification, 
except that the man with him is said 
to have told that the fellow ’s first 
name was Howard. 
He is apparently 
about 45 years of age, and about 5 
feet 5 inches high. 
He is rather dark 
complexioned, but his hair is streaked 
with gray. 
His 
clothing is rather 
shabby and he wears a week’s growth 
of beard. 
The man does not show symptoms 
of paralysis, nor does not appear ro 
have been 
overcome by heat. 
The 
physicians are inclined to think that 
his condition is due to bladder trouble. 
Near the post where the man lay 
in the woods, lay two "pint whiskey 
bottles. 
These bad evidenlty not been 
used recently, however.

pockets were $4.30 and a gold watch. 
The man does not have the appear­ 
ance cf dopo fiend. 
No indications 
can be found of his taking any drugs. 
The physicians have been visiting 
the man repeatedly at the jail today, 
but 1 ave concluded, after exhausting 
all means, that they can do nothing 
but await developments.

The afternoon 
session was rather 
late in coming to order and slow in 
procedure.

T erre Haute, Ind., Aug. 11.—Council 
ma n N attkom p er, who leads the ag 
gressiv e faction of the Rep ublicans 
in the council, has giv en notice th at he 
will ask for changes in the rules of 
the body, which m eans that the Re 
p ublican m ajority will take from in­ 
coming Mav or Lyons, Democrat, the 
p ower to nam e the com m ittees of the 
council as has been the rule.

W eeks, is exp ected to be­ 
come the Rep ublican m em ber of Ly­ 
ons’s board of p ublic works, a p osf 
tion Lyons offered to H erbert Briggs, 
and sup p osed to hav e been accep ted 
until Briggs asked to be re-elected for 
the ensuing year as p rincip al of a city 
school. 
W eeks was the councilm an 
whose refusal to v ote for the im p each­ 
ment of Bidaman in the first trial 
caused the failure to rem ov e the m ay­ 
or. but who did v ote for his remov al 
in the second trial.

The link with the Lyons 
adm inistration may be v ery signifi­ 
cant.

It is estim ated that the societies 
rep resented fully 10,000 residents of 
the city. 
The following resolutions 
were adop ted am id ringing cheers:

and w'hieh hav e been considered by 
ev ery sensible and tolerant citizen as 
a dead letter, are about to be rev iv ed, 
and. as it ap p ears, enforced. 
“2. The undersigned, knowing that 
exp erience teaches that utter failure 
has attended efforts in trying to en­ 
force such law s; knowing the attem p t­ 
ed enforcem ent simp ly dep riv es the 
p eace-lov ing, industrious

day circum stance« and v iews, hereby

Will Be Put to Digging the Big Ditch 
4k 
in Panam a. 


W ashington, Aug. 11.—Chinese la­ 
bor will be giv en a thorough test on 
the Panam a canal. 
C ontracts calling 
for 2,500 Chinam en for canal work 
hav e been p rep ared and adv ertise­ 
m ents will be issued by the isthm ian 
canal com m ission in a few days asking 
for p rop osals from labor agents. 
If 
the initial 2,500 Chinam en p rov e a 
success it is likely that many more 
will be taken to the isthm us to do the 
work, w’hieh is too hard for the Ja 
m aicans now emp loyed there in large 
num bers. 
Organized labor has of­ 
fered much op p osition to the p rinci 
p ie of contract Chinese labor, but the 
Jam aican workmen hav e been p rov en 
inadequate, sufficient Sp aniards can 
not be had im m ediately to rush the 
work, and the Chinese are the last 
hop e of the commission. 
President Roosev elt, Secretary Taft 
Chairm an Shonts of the isthm ian ca­ 
nal com mission, and other men p rom 
inently identified with the canal work 
are known to hav e delayed emp loying 
Chinese until it becam e ev ident that 
the other help av ailable was not equal 
to the dem ands. 
The adm inistration 
has taken the p osition that the canal 
m ust be dug at any cost, and although 
the p resident urged th at there be no 
h aste in em p loying Chinese, he did 
not stand p erm anently in the way of 
the p lan to try the coolies. 
It is the intention of the commission 
to ask for bids from labor agents who 
will arrange with the Chinese gov ­ 
ernm ent for the exp ortation of labor 
transp ort the Chinese to the isthmus 
under contract to work for a fixed 
wage, and ship them back to China 
thus reliev ing the commission of all 
detail work and all resp onsibility. 
A 
bond will be required of all c o n tra c to r 
for a satisfactory fulfillm ent of any 
contract they may enter into with the 
commission. 
There are said to be about thirty 
labor agencies which sup p ly Chines* 
to contra* tors in all p arts of the world 
These agents are fam iliar with all the 
Chinese laws, stand 
ready to p ay 
money to the familie s of men who ar< 
going into their serv ice, and are ready 
on short notice to meet dem ands for 
an unlim ited num ber of coolies.
